the main office. These trip reports show 

a carrier wor more or less than 
the legal eight hours.“ The spotters“ ac- 
cused forty-five men of 3 2 4 ro- 
ports in order to represent that work- 
ed more time than they actually did. They 
did this either in order to prevent an en- 
largement of their routes, if their average 
day’s work took less than eight hours, or 
in order to make a claim for over-time if 
they really toiled about eight hours. 

Postmaster Carlisle says that these forty- 
five carriers are at the stations, -as the 
men attached to the main office have to 
pass a time-keeper and they cannot falsify 
their trip reports. 

Twenty carriers will have to face the 
charge of loitering, and five, the more seri- 
ous accusation of loitering in saloons. The 
total number of men against whom charges 
have ben preferred is seventy-two. 

Postmaster Carlisle, commenting on the 
charges, said: “I do not know what pun- 
tshments First Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Jones will inflict on the accused men, 
although I suppose the men who spent much 
time in a saloon while on duty may be dis- 
charged. 

The letters from Mr. Jones to the car- 
riers have given me valuable information
